With this unanimity ol sentiment, 
and with the resources at our co m ­ 
mand, a practical plan of o p e ra­ 
tions is all that is needed to insure 
the accomplishment of the object 
so earnestly desired. 


What shall the plan be? 
Pwidently it must be one which 
promises 
to distribute the direct 
benefits among individuals in [ )ro- 
portion to the burden assumed by 
each. 


It has been suggested that a stock 
company, something on the plan of 
a building and loan association, be 
organized, and that unincumbered 
real estate at the present cash prices 
be accepted in payment for stock, 
subject, of course, to the consent of 
the directors ; and that assessment 
stock 
be also issued, 
payable in 
monthly installments. 


The 
property 
of the company 
could then be used to encourage 
and extend industries that are now 
being run in a small way and which 
would pay with 
more capital in 
vested. 


New industries could be encour­ 
aged in the same way, care being 
taken to make the best possible in 
vestment of the company's money, 
so that the stockholders would not 
only feel that they are contributing 
to build up the city, but that they 
are actually investing their money 
in enterprises in v;hose profits they 
v/ould share. 


With a large number of investors 
there would be built up a stronger 
sentiment in favor of patronizing 
home institutions, because the more 
loyal the buyers became to their 
home institutions the greater would 
be the profit to the stockholders. 
The land owned by the company 
would be increased in value by the 
location of new industries upon it, 
and the profit would go to those 
who bore the burden of bringing 
the new industries. 


Of course the success of such a 
plan 
depends 
entirely 
upon 
the 
character of men in whose hands is 
placed the management. 
The officers and directors must 
not 
only 
be 
shrewd, 
keen, alert 
business men, 
but 
there must be 
the fullest confidence, 
not only in 
their judgment but in their integrity 
and fairness as well.

In fact, McKinley received 
more votes than were ever cast in 
Kansas tor a repub lican presiden­ 
tial candidate, with the single ex 
ception of Harrison in 1888. 
If there had b een complete fusion 
in 189 2, as in this year, of all tlie 
opposition to the repub lican party, 
the vote then would have stood: 
Weaver, 
163,607, as against 171,* 
810 for Bryan this year. 
In other 
words, after all the silver hurrah 
and the b olt of the silver repub li­ 
cans, the opposition to the repub li­ 
can party increased its total vote 
this year only 8,203. 
One of the remarkab le features 
of 
these returns is the fact that 
18,754 more votes were cast for the 
presidential candidates than for the 
state 
ticket. 
Contrary to all ex 
pectations, 
McKinley

than 
Morrill, 
though 
Morrill 
was 
only 
7,509 
votes short of election, while M c­ 
Kinley was 12,279 short. 
This is accounted for b y the fact 
that Leedy was 6,601 votes b ehind 
Bryan. 
The total vote was larger 
this year in proportion to the voting 
copulation than ever b efore in the 
listory of the state, as well as hav- 
ng b een the largest ever cast in the 
ate. 
According to the census returns, 
he total voting population of the 
state is 359 ,000, while 
the total 
vole cast was 346 ,143, showing only 
ab out 
13,000 
stay at homes.
